Basileae, 1543, fol. and also used 
in the Epitome. Beneath the title Vesalius is seen lecturing on the dead body of a woman to a 
miscellaneous audience. Although this title bears the monogram which has been supposed to be 
the initials of the printer, John Oporinus, there can be little doubt that it is the work of John 
Stephan of Calcar, who executed the designs for the woodcuts of the volume, and that with these it 
was sent from Venice. In the second edition of 1555 it was replaced by a copy, by a very inferior 
artist, who has made some strange alterations, as for example, by placing a scythe instead of a staff 


in the hand of the skeleton, and adding a goat to the dog which the youth in the foreground is 
holding. This fac-simile is taken from the Title-page of the fine copy of the Epitome, 1543, on vellum, 
in the British Museum.

This fine woodcut, also by John Stephan of Calcar, is in the De hum. corp. fabrica, 1543 and 1555 ; 
the Epitome, 1543, leaf ii; and in And. Vesalii Epistola ad Joach. Roelants rationem modumque propinandi 
radicis Chynce decocti quo nuper invictissimus Carolus V. Imperator usus est pertractans; Basileae ex off.

Of most of the engraved portraits of Vesalius this woodcut seems to have been the original; as for 
example of that by Philip Galle, in Virorum doctorum et disciplinis benemerentium effigies xliiii.; Antverpiae, 
1572, 4? sheet C 3 ; by I. de Bry (in which he holds a fork in his right hand) in Icones Virorum 
illustrium; Francoforti, 1597-8, 4 parts, 4° iv. p. 314; and by A. S. F. in the Museum Historicum et 
Physicum loan. Imperialis ; Venetiis, apud Juntas, 1640, 4? p. 54, It has been copied on copper by 

J. Wandelaar for And. Vesalii Opera Omnia ; Lugd. Bat. 1725, fol. and the head and bust in the fine and 
spirited portrait by Ch. Onghena, prefixed to Etudes sur And. Vesale par Ad. Burggraeve ; Gand, 1840, 4° 
The original picture, ascribed to Titian, but possibly by John Stephan, formerly in the collection of 
Dr. William Hunter, is now in the University of Glasgow. 

The signature of Vesalius is from the autograph letter of which a fac-simile is given in Burggraeve’s 
Etudes. ' 

In the College of Physicians there is a portrait of Vesalius, of which a print by W. Holi is in 
Pettigrew’s Medical Portrait Gallery ; London, 1840, 4 vols. 4° vol. ii. The print, ascribing the original 
to John de Calcar, gives Vesalius a long and straight instead of a somewhat turned-up nose, and bears 
no resemblance to John Stephan’s woodcut, or to the picture at Glasgow.

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NDREW VESALIUS was born at Bruxelles on the 3ist of December,’ 1514. The name of the family 
was originally Wittings, but for some generations the name of its native place, Wesele, a small town in 
Cleve, had been used instead of it, and expressed in the language of canting heraldry in their arms sahle^ 
three weasels (wezeV) argent. His father, Andrew, -was apothecary to Margaret of Austria, Duchess of 
Savoy, Governess of the Low Countries ; his grandfather, Everard, was an eminent physician and 
mathematician ; and his great grandfather, John, was physician to the Emperor Maximilian I, Young 
Andrew Vesalius, having received a classical education at Louvain University, studied medicine and 
surgery first at Montpelier and afterwards at Paris, whence he returned to Louvain. He has himself 
recorded the difificulties he had to encounter in procuring subjects for dissection, and the shifts to 
which he was put to obtain a human skeleton. From a gibbet near Louvain he and a fellow student 

abstracted part of a malefactor, whose bones had been picked clean by birds and bleached in the sun ; but the head and trunk, being 

secured by "an iron chain, resisted their efforts. Vesalius therefore remained out alone after the gates were shut, and passed the night 
in releasing the felon from his shackles. He then buried his booty in a convenient spot, whence he and his companion brought it 
horne piecemeal as occasion served. When the skeleton was at last set up, they gave out that they had brought it from Paris. The 
zeal and labours of the young student were crowned with deserved success. In his twenty-fourth year Vesalius was already a celebrated 
teacher of anatomy. After having taught that Science at Padua, Bologna, and Pisa, he became, in his twenty-eighth year, the author of the 
first book which presented a systematic view of the fabric of the human frame, and the earliest treatise on the subject which stili retains 
its reputation. This great work, on which he had labbured for three years, was published at Basel, by John Oporinus, printer and professor 
of Greek, in June 1543. Vesalius was soon after invited to enter the Service of his sovereign the Emperor Charles V. and in the train of that 
monarch he saw the campaigns of 1544 in Cleve and France, and the war of Germany in 1546 and 1547 on the Danube and the Elbe. When 
the Emperor abdicated, in 1555, Vesalius was transferred to the household of Philip IL who sent him, in 1559, to Paris to attend Henry II. 
when dying of the splinter of Montgomery’s lance. He arrived there, however, after the king was dead. In 1560 he followed Philip to Spain, 
and was one of the medical men in attendance on Don Carlos on occasion of his dangerous fall in 1562. According to a story, improbable in 
itself and supported only by hearsay evidence, he feli into trouble at Madrid, both with his professional brethren and with the Holy Office. 

One of his patients, a Spanish gentleman, dying of some obscure disease, Vesalius obtained leave from the family to open the body, and 

during the investigation, so runs the tale, the exposed heart of the corpse was observed by the bystanders to beat. The luckless anatomist 
was denounced to the Inquisition as guilty of manslaughter and impiety. By the favour of the king the affair was compromised, it was said, on 
condition of exile and a pilgrimage to Jerusalem. The only part of the story which appears to be true is the pilgrimage undertaken by Vesalius 
in fulfilment of a vow made during a dangerous illness. He left Madrid in the early spring of 1564, lending considerable sums of money at a 
high rate of interest to several young hobles of the Netherlands who engaged to repay him on his return horne. Travelling to Venice by way of 
Perpinan, he was there delayed by a litigation with the Spanish custom house, in which the saving of a small bribe cost him a fortnight and fifty 
crowns. From Venice he sailed to Cyprus with Jacopo Malatesta, commander of the Venetian forces in that island : and afterwards passed 
into the Holy Land. He was recalled from Jerusalem on receiving from the Venetian Senate an appointment to the professorship of Anatomy 
at Padua. Of his unhappy and premature death there are two accounts. One is that he was shipwrecked on the shore of Zante, and died of 
exhaustion and exposure ; the other, that he was too parsimonious to provide himself with a sufficient stock of provisions for the voyage, and 
too proud to beg from his fellow passengers, and that although he was at last relieved by a German gentleman on board, he died of the effects of 
long fasting soon after reaching Zante. A humble funeral and a tombstone in the church of Our Lady was provided by a compassionate 
goldsmith to whom he was known.' 

To Vesalius belongs the glory of having first given to man a systematic, comprehensive, and accurate view of that human body which is 
the temple of his soul. Along with his great work “ De humani corporis fabrica libri septem," Basileae, 1543, folio ; consisting of 6 unnumbered and 
659 numbered leaves and 18 leaves of index, and profusely illustrated with woodcuts of rare excellence, there isvsued about the same time from 
the same press of Johann Herpst or Oporinus, an abstract or introduction entitled “De humani corporis fabrica librorum septem Epitome," 
folio, consisting of 14 leaves, and also finely illustrated. The spirited portrMt which adorns both bears the date an. etat. xxviii. mdxlii. and 
the motto ocyus jvcvnde et tvto. The Fabrica was dedicated to the Emperor Charles V.; the Epitome to his son Philip, Prince of Spain. 

Of the Fabrica there is a copy on vellum in the library of the University of Louvain. A noble vellum copy of the Epitome is in the 
library of the British Museum, and is perhaps the copy that was sold for £.?> 125. 6i. at the sale of the books of Dr. Richard Mead, in I755^ 
A fine portrait of Vesalius, ascribed to Titian, and apparently copied in the woodcut above mentioned, was in the collection of Dr. William Hunter 
and now, with his other treasures of art and literature, has passed to the University of Glasgow. The Anatomy was printed a second time at 
Basel by the same printer in 1555, in a bolder type but with the same woodcuts, excepting the title-page, which was replaced by an inaccurate 
copy by an inferior hand. This second edition consists of 6 unnumbered leaves, pp. 824, and 30 leaves of index, colophon, and printer’s 
device. Of these beautiful volumes, after narrating the circumstances of their publication and the pains bestowed upon them by the author, 
the learned Dutch editors of 1725, Boerhaave and Albinus, close their account in these words:—“ Thus quickly did Vesalius accomplish his 
incomparable work on anatomy, which will never perish, but will be esteemed for all time of all similar books the most illustrious,” “ If 
the first study of man should be himself,” says Portal, “ Vesalius has nobly accomplished his duty. In the human body he made discoveries 
at least as important to mankind as those which led Columbus to the other side of the globet” While the Anatomy of Vesalius is thus 
remarkable as a monument of genius, industry,. and enormous obstacles successfully surmounted, its wealth of exquisite woodcuts places it in 
the foremost rank of the artistic books of the sixteenth century. 

It is natural that Vesalius should enjoy the admiration of the men of his own Science, who are able to appreciate the magnitude of the 
stride which it made towards perfection under his guidance, and of artists to whom, he being dead, his goodly folios yet speak, through their stili

unsurpassed illustrations. But as Erasmus himself scarcely regarded monks and friars of all colours with more scorn than the surgeon of 
Charles V. or liked better to improve an opportunity of lashing their vices and their ignorance, it was hardly to be expected that in the mouths 
of any of the monastic fraternity his praise should be found. Yet the Capuchins of Bruxelles, who built their convent on the site of a house in 
the High Street, at Bruxelles which had been occupied by the great anatomist, showed their discrimination and their magnanimity in dating 
their letters Ex cedibus Vesalianis^. 

The Six Anatomical Tables which I have here reproduced, were the first attempts made by Vesalius to illustrate and popularise his 
Science. Issued in single leaves for the use of his students at Padua, they soon found their way over the Alps, and were extensively pirated in 
Germany. The author records the fact and his consequent annoyance in the interesting letter of the gth September, 1542, to Oporinus, prefixed 
to his great work. This letter gives so much Information as to these unauthorized reprints, now perhaps as rare as the originals, and is so 
biographically important as ilfustrating the character of Vesalius, that a portion of it may be here translated. Advising Oporinus that the wood 
blocks to be used in the De humani corporis fabrica and the Epitome had been sent off from Venice, he enjoins him to take great care that the 
printing of the cuts shall agree with the artisfs proofs which accompany the blocks. “ Every detail must be distinctly visible, so that each cut may 
have the effect of a picture.” He feels sure that he is in safe hands, and that, the paper being good, strong, and of equal thickness throughout, and 
the workmen skilful, the impressions obtained at Basel will equal those executed at Venice. After narrating the arrangements he had made for 
obtaining Venetian Imperial and French privileges for the work, he proceeds thus:—“ But these privileges are often not worth the paper they cover, 
as I know but too well, from what happened to my Anatomical Tables published at Venice three years ago, the value of the decrees of sovereigns 
issued to printers and booksellers who swarm everywhere and have marred my works in putting them forth under pompous tities. In the 
edition of Augsburg the letter which I have written to Narcissus Vertunus, that model of physicians of our time, and first physician to the 
Emperor and king of Naples, has been suppressed and replaced by the preface of a German babbler who, unworthily decrying Avicenna and the 
Arabie authors, ranks me with the abridged Galens and, to cheat the buyer, pretends that I have put into six tables what in Galen filis thirty 
books. Moreover, he affirms that in his German translation he has used Greek and Latin terms, whereas he has not only suppressed these but 
has likewise omitted all that he could not translate and nearly all that gave value to my Tables ; to say nothing of his wretched copies of the 
Venetian prints. He who has pirated them at Coln has done stili worse than his fellow of Augsburg; and although some anonymous 
scribe has written in praise of the printer that his plates are better than mine, they are in truth merely clumsy copies of rough sketehes of my 
own which I had communicated to some of my friends during the progress of the work. At Paris they have copied the three first plates very 
well, but the others they have omitted, perhaps because they were difficult to engrave, though it was these first three which students could have 
best dispensed with. Worst of all, so far as Science is concerned, at Strasburg, another plagiary, whom Fuchs greatly blamed, thought fit to 
contract the size of the plates, which can hardly be too large, to daub them with ugly colouring, and to surround them with a text borrowed 
from that of the Augsburg edition, but put forth as his own. Envying this man’s fame, another is publishing a book, compiled from all quarters 
and illustrated with prints taken from books printed at Marburg and Frankfort. Indeed I would gladly put up with and even 
welcome [the cost entailed on me by] the divine and happy Italian wits [whose works] deserve an appreciation from the doctors in Germany 

different from that which they have received from those who know them only as reproduced by the miserable slaves of sordid printers who, 

seizing Upon any writing from which a little profit can be wrung, abridge it without discernment, or a-lter it, or merely copy it, and publish 

it under their own names as something new, and as if it were not protected by any privilege*. I write these things to you, as you may 

understand, not thinking that they apply to your press, but to signify how willingly I would transmit my wood-blocks to any diligent printer, 
whoever he may be, and communicate to him any works of mine for the good of literature, rather than see a blockhead, whom I will do my best to 
frustrate, imitating the prints which I have prepared with so much labour for the benefit of Science, and his vile copies passing into men’s hands 
with some turgid title prefixed, and some injurious abridgement of my history of the human body appended. Such are the chief reasons why I have 
prepared these wood-blocks at my own expense ; and now again and again I urge you to take care that they shall be exactly and clearly printed.” 

It was probably a set of these Tables which Vesalius commemorates in his Dedication of the De humani corporis fabrica to the 
Emperor Charles V. as having had the honour of being examined by His Majesty with great attenBon and approbation when shewn to him by the 
author’s father^. 

“ Narcissus of Parthenope,” “ model of physicians of our time,” as Vesalius calls him, to whom the Tables are dedicated, was Narciso 
Verdunno, first physician to the crown of Naples in 1520, and in 1524 first physician and councillor to the Emperor. He is commemorated by 
Toppi as one of the Neapolitans distinguished for their learning-*. 

John Stephan, of Calcar, the designer and perhaps engraver of the woodcuts of the Tables and of the De humani corporis fabrica and 
the Epitome, was born at Calcar, in the Duchy of Cleve, about 1500, and died at Naples in 1546. A pupil of Titian, he is said to have acquired 
Titian’s style so exactly that his pictures were often ascribed to the great Venetian master. Vasari, who knew him well at Naples in 1545, calls 
him an artist of great genius and promise, and says that he painted in the true Italian manner, and that no one could suspect that his works had 
been executed by a Fleming^, praise which Vesalius seems to have anticipated by classing him, although a native of his own Low Germany, 
with the “ divine and happy wits of Italy.” An interesting volume, sold amongst the prints and drawings of Dr. Mead in 1755, is described 
in the Catalogue as “ Vesalius’s Original Anatomical Drawings, neatly bound in red morocco and gilt;” and it produced £.2^] i6s. 6<^®. It may 
have comprised the original designs by John Stephan. 

The copy of the Tabulce Anatomicce, now in my possession, from which these faesimiles have been made for me by Mr. Cari von Bouel, 
formerly belonged to the late Mr. Rudolph Weigel, the well known Art-publisher of Leipzig. In his Kunst Catalog, Part 24, it is No. 18,707, 
with the price of 60 Thalers appended. These Tables have been noticed by Morelli and by Fiorillo in their books on the Arts of Design^ 
They are stili more fully described and the three skeletons are copied on a small scale in the work of Dr. Ludwig Choulant on The History 
of Anatomical Design^, which was nearly completed before he could obtain access to a set, that belonging to Mr. Weigel. The Dutch editors 
of 1725 mention them in the list of the works of Vesalius ; but they assign them to a wrong date, 1539, and can hardly have seen them 
or they would have included them in their splendid edition of his writings ; if Brunet had ever had them in his hand he would not have fallen 
into the error of confounding their woodcuts with those of the De humani corporis fabrica^. As no copy exists in the Library of the British 
Museum, in any of the medical libraries of this country, in the public libraries of Holland, or in the imperial and royal libraries at St. Petersburg, 
Berlin, Vienna, Munich, or Florence ; and as after diligent enquiries I have been able to hear of but one other copy, that in the library of 
St. Mark, at Venice, I have thought that a small re-impression might be welcome to lovers of literary curiosities. 

The present impression consists of thirty copies, one on vellum, one on parchment, and twenty-eight on paper.
